CHINESE TARIFF REVISION. 


The Work of the Commissioners. 


The following editorial “comments are 
taken from The Standart of September 
28: : . 

The Government tiave wasted no time in 
preparing to carry ont the revision of the 
Commercial ‘Treaty of 1858, with China, 
promised in Article XI, of the Protocol 
signed on the 7th of this savnth at’ Pekin. 
Lord Lansdowne stated ov the 6th ‘of 
August in the House of Lords thar, in the 
opinion of Ministers, the preliminary 
stages at least of tho revision would have 
to be gone through in sume more con- 
veniont. place tlinn tho official capital 


of hina, and conducted by some 
hedy other than the Internativanl Con- 
ference then sitting. -The work has we 
announes this morning, been entrurted toa 
(Commitee of which Sir James L. Mackay, 
of thé India Council, is the Chief. The 
meinbers will sail for Hong-Kong on Octo-

Ports. The duty which they arc appoint- 
ed to discharge is one of no amall 
difticuty and delicacy. Lord Lansdowne
